It was iust a moment before five 
o’clock in the afternoon of 
June 
30, 1870, sixty-four years ago this 
week, and half the population cf 
New Orleans lined the Mississippi 
river banks to see the steam boats 
Robert E. Lee and the Natchez be­ 
gin the most 
famous 
steam boat 
race in American history. 
Black 
smoke 
billowed 
from 
towering 
chimneys, boat whistles screeched, 
and whirling paddle-wheels churn­ 
ed the broad w aters of the river as 
the two boats swung into the chan­ 
nel, opened up their engines, 
and 
leaped 
forward 
like 
“uncaged 
eagles” for the 1200-mile run 
to 
St. Louis. 
At the very start Captain Jno. 
W. Cannon of the Lee seized the 
advantage. 
W ithout a warning he 
backed away from the w harf and 
took the lead. 
In less than 
four 
m inutes the Natchez, captained by 
Thomas P. Leathers, was follow­ 
ing, but by then she had to 
buck 
the heavy swells from the churn­ 
ing paddle-wheels of her rival. The 
boats were evenly matched howev­ 
er. 
At the city of Natchez, 
the 
next morning, 300 miles from New 
Orleans, the Lee w jis ahead by only 
eight minutes, both boats breaking 
a record that 
had 
stood for 
14 
years. 
By this time the race 
had 
a t­ 
tracted nation-wide attention, and 
the progress of the boats was tele­ 
graphed 
throughout 
the 
United 
States. The fact th at the race was 
the result of an intense, personal 
and business rivalry added zest to 
the public interest. 
Partizans 
of 
the Natchez had been jubilant when 
their favorite sped into St. Louis 
on June 22, 1870, only 3 days 
21 
hours and 58 minutes out of New 
Orleans, shattering a record that 
had stood for twenty-six years. But 
the Lee also had its backer*. 
A 
few days later, both the Natchez 
and the Lee were in New Orleans 
and scheduled to leave for the north 
on the same day at the same time, 
and though unannounced 
a 
race 
was expected. 
Captain Cannon of 
the Lee prepared for a real test of 
speed. 
He stripped the Lee 
of 
windows and shutters, lessen wind 
resistance, and refused all freight 
to make space for choice fuel, 
in­ 
cluding dry pine knots, select coal, 


resin and barrels of coal oil 
to 
force the fires. 
Captain Leathers 
of the Natchez knew of these pre­ 
parations, h u t refused to do like­ 
wise. 
He signed 
on 
passengers 
that would require several stops, 
took in some freight, and in gen­ 
eral looked on the possibility of a 
race as an am ateur event. 
By late afternoon of July 1, the 
boats reached Vicksburg, the Lee 
still a few minutes ahead. 
Above 
Vicksburg the expensive and care­ 
ful preparations made by Captain 
Cannon gave his boat another ad­ 
vantage. 
A 
chartered 
steam er 
lay there waiting for the Lee, and 
tinder full steam, without pausing, 
the two boats sped along side 
by 
side until a full load of pine fuel 
had been transferred to the Lee. 
The Natchez had made no such ela­ 
borate preparations, and lost more 
time towing its heavy fuel barges. 
“ W ith wind blinds tightly clos­ 
ed, wheelhouse stripped, and whis­ 
tle scream ing”, the Lee swept 
by 
Helena, Arkansas, during the late 
afternoon of 
July 
2. 
Fifty-four 
minutes later the pursuing Natchez 
rushed past, having been delayed 
during the night by a broken pump. 
That night the boats passed Mem­ 
phis. The Lee was still ahead when 
she passed the mouth of the Ohio 
at Cairo about 6 p. m. on July 3, 
scarcely an hour and fifteen min­ 
utes 
in front 
of 
the 
Natchez. 
Ahead lay the 
most 
treacherous 
stretch of the entire trip. Low wa­ 
ter and fog forced the boats 
to 
proceed slowly now, but the Lee’s 
officers pushed on 
for 
fear 
the 
Natchez would slip by in the fog. 
Their fears were unfounded, how­ 
ever, for the Natchez was finally 
enveloped in fog so dense th at she 
had to lay by for about five hours, 
and thus was put definitely out of 
the race. 
But the Lee went on, and toward 
morning the fog lifted sufficiently 
to 
perm it resumption of speed. 
News of the impending finish came 
to St. Louis ahead of the Lee, and 
excursion boats and an excursion 
train came down below the city to 
meet the steam er. The whistles f 
trains, boats and 
factories, 
and 
the 
shouts 
of 
thousands of St. 
Louisans who had alm ost forgotten 
ihat it was the Fourth 
of 
July, 
greeted the Lee as she pulled up 


before the city a fte r a record run 
of 3 days, 18 hours and 14 min­ 
utes. 
The record still stands 
to­ 
day. The Natchez didn’t arrive un­ 
til late that afternoon, 4 days 51 
minutes out of New Orleans. 
At least a million people are be­ 
lieved to have seen the race of the 
Natchez and the Lee and approxi­ 
mately a million dollars is said to 
have changed hands as the result 
of bets made on the race. But the 
race was not conclusive as a real 
test of speed. 
Could the Lee have 
won w ithout being stripped, sta rt­ 
ing ahead, or using special fuel? 
Would the Natchez have won if it 
had carried 
less 
freight, 
made 
few er landings, and used 
better 
fuel? 
These questions were neith­ 
er settled in 1870, nor have they 
been settled since.
